JOTTINGS.

Travcker, Jan. 3d.—A frightful 
and fatal railroad accident occurred 
yesterday afternoon one mile anda 
half east of the Summit, in the snow 
sheds, by which Wallace Norton, en- 
gineer of engine No. 17, and Charles 
F. Hoy, fireman of the same locomo- 
tive, lost their lives. The freight 
train was pulling up the grade. The 
train was a double-header. Engine 
No. 17 was the second locomotive. 
Norten, Hoy and Stephen Green 
(yardmaster here, but acting as con- 
ductor of the train) were in the cab. 
Norton and Green were conversing 
about some werk that would have to 
be done and Hey was just in the act 
of threwing some wood under the 
boiler, when 

4 TERRIFIC EXPLOSION 
occurred. Over one hundred and 
fifty feet of the roef of the snow shed 
and eighty feet of the sides were blown 
out. Green was carried up threugh 
the roof and landed about fifty feet 
away. Strange to say, he was not 
killed. Nortan was frightfully man- 
gled. A great hole was torn in his 
chest and part of his brain and the 
side of his face were found on top of 
the fifth box-car back. Hoy was also 
fearfully cut up. Part of his skull va: 
blown off and his brain was exposed 
to view. In spite of bis awful hurts 
he lingered unconscious for five hours 
before death came. The 

TREMENDOUS FORCE 


of the explosion was shown in tlie 
utter demolition of the lecomotive. 
It seemed te have a backward and 
forward motion, for the tender was 
found lying across the driving wheels. 
The great twenty-four-inch timbers of 
the show-sted were cracked like 
matches and the wreck of the engine 
aod the shed made such a litter that 
a large force of men worked at remov- 
ing it until late this morning. 

MR. GREEN'S ACCOUNT. 


Mr. Green on recovering conscious- 
ness raised himself and, in his confu- 
sion and pain, supposed that the snow- 
shed was falling upon him, and in his 
scramble to escape came near geing 
over a high precipice. Notwithstand- 
ing his extended flight through the air 
he is not thought to be seriously hurt, 
although quite badly scalded. His 
watch was stopped at precisely 17 
minutes to 3, showing the exact min- 
ute at which the explosion took place. 
Mr. Green's coat, which was unbut- 
toned, was blown clean off him and 
turned inside out. He was standing 
on the gang-plank between the tender 
and engine, in conversation with Nor- 
ton when the explosion came. A few 
minutes before, Nerton had tried the 
gauge-cocks and feund them all right. 
Mr. Green remembers that the indi- 


most experienced engineers and rail- 
road men. The coroner's inquest may 
possibly throw some light upon it. 


The Victims. 

Wallace Norton, the engineer who 
met his death in the dreadful manner 
described in the special dispatch to 
the Gazerrs, is well known in Reno 
as wellas at ether points along the 
railroad. He bore an excellent char- 
acter and was a first-class engineer. 
By industry and thrift he had accumu- 
lated considerable property. He had 
been married only a few months. His 
wife was Miss Anna Gray, of Truckee, 


whoin her sndden and awful bereave~ 


ment of ber husband hasthe sympathy 
of every one. The deceased was an 
American and about thirty-five years 


of age. 
CHARLES F. HOY, 


the other victim of this terrible cat- 
astrophe, was a young man of about 
only twenty-one years of age. He 
was very well liked as a temperate, in- 
dustrious, intelligent youth. The 
poer boy was in the Gazerre office 
yesterday morning. He and Norton 
beth were at the ball of Piute Union 
No. 59, of Locomotive Firemen, given 
at Wadsworth on New Year's eve. 
While in this office an acquaintance 
asked him if he were still employed 
upon the railroad. 

Ves, answered Hoy, smiling, “and 
I expect to die on the road. : 

It was enly an idle remark, and the 
lad had no foreboding of how soon that 
death would come.

THE BEREAVED RELATIVES. 


Mrs. Hoy, the mother of the deceased, 
his sister Mrs. Garcia, and Mrs. 
Norton were at Wadsworth, where 
they had also been attending the ball, 
when the telegraph informed them 
of the fatal accident. Frank Free, 
superintendent of the Truckee divis- 
ion, at once placed an engine and car 
at their disposal, and himself accom- 
panied them. They passed through 
Reno last night. A Gazgtre reporter 
entered the car for a moment, but the 
grief of the stricken women was 30 
terrible that it seemed profanation 
for the eyes of strangers to look upon 
it, and the reporter withdrew. 

The accident has been the subject 
ot all conversation in Reno to-day.
